Willi this amount of water 
rushing in, the work of pumping has 
gone on very slowly and It will be a, 
few more hours before the dam will 
be pumped entirely dry. 

The lliicr of the (offeidain, which is 
sand, has proved unsatisfactory, as the 
seepage Is great, but beoause of the 
scarcity of clay, the contractors had 
to resort to the use of sand, which is 
now cuusiuK ilieiii uiurli tiiiuble and 
delaying the work cuusiUurably. An- 
other pump was added to the fltre al- 
ready pumping, which brings the ca- 
pacity of the puiuiis u|i to 10,000 gal- 
lons of water u minute With tills 
great outilow ot water the dam will, 
barring further aeetdants. be pumped 
out within the next forty-eight hours. 

After the bottom Is allowed to dry. 
till' work of drlvluH the |ii|eH for the 
fouudatlun of the lock systuin will be- 
gin.

The Surrender of Appomattox. 
Ending the Civil War. 

ill the parlor of a stpiare brick 
building ill Hie \'irginia village 
of Appomattox Court House, on 
the foggy Palm Sunday of 1865, 
two men sat at small tables, a 
group of officers standing ;iroiiiid 
I hem. 

One of the two men at the tables 
was stately of bearing, white- 

bearded, broad of brow. lie was 
(dad in a brand new dress iiiiilorm 
of gray, with gold trappinirs and 
the sword he wore was costly and 
of burnished gilt. The man at the 
opposite fable was shorter. thi(d< 
set and brown-bearded. A cigar 
was stuck in one eoiner of his 
thin-lipped mouth. His blue la 
tigue uniform was wrinkled and 
iiiibrnslicd, and the troiiser legs 
were stuck into the foj» of a pair 
ol muddy old boots. He wore no 
swonl. 

There was nothing of the story 
book hero about this grim little 
man in bine; nothing spectaeiiiar 
or tiashy. He was taeitnin. 
wholly undramatie, and be always 
went about his work in a quiet, 
mat ter-of-facf way. Tlie parlieii 
lar work he had .just finished was 
the criisliing ol the Soulliein ('mi 
federacy and the dealing of a 
ileath blow to the Civil War. 

The End of the Confederacy. 

He was r. .S. tJrant. The man 
in gra.v Wiis d'eiieral lioberl Iv 
ice. (Irani had MiiaNlied Lee's 
last defenses at I'etelsblirg and 
had sent the once dreaded Army 
d .\ortherii Virginia Hying in n - 
lieat past Uiclimnnd toward .\p- 
poiii.itlox. There Slierid.in "s cav- 
ilry had eiii oil' their retreat and 
caiiliiied the supply trains on 
wliicdi the Confe<lerates were re- 
lying, niiint had come up with 
llie m.'lin l''eileral forces and Lee 
was laiilv e.iiivilit. 

rile .\riiiv of .Nol l hern Virginia 
Was the last real bulwark of the 
Confeder.icy the very power that 
loud lietvveeli it alld iIcnI lilel loll. 
I'liroiigh dealii. capture and de- 
sert iou during the ])ast few days 
fliaf army had dwindled to less 
than *JS.tHK» niggetl and liiiiigr.v 
men. of whom only about oiie- 
lllird Were arnieil. hetweeli 
.Maieli '2') and I'alm Suiid.iy (April 
• i l-ee had lost somctliinu' like 
4().(t(t(t troops. There was now no 
Itei'iialive lor him but to yield, 
lie and Lee met in the .McLean 
loiiae at Appomattox and there 
the terms of surrender were 
Irnwn up. These fenns were 
praeiiciliy the only "treaty" that 
iided tin- < ivil War. 
The Conqueror's Magnanimity. 

Urant merely re(piire«l that iice 
snrren<ler himself and his army, 
.'iv iiiLT their parole ul Imnor not 
I lake up arms atiaiiisl the 
iiiteil Stales governmeiii atrain, 
unless regularly excbaiiged. Thi s, 
were the sole conditions e.Naet.M 
<y the conqueror from his helpless 

le. 

He furthermore gave back fo 
the Confederate oflicers their side 
arms and luggage -and to ollieeis 
and lien alike liieii' Imrses and 
pledged the faith of our govein- 
aieiit that they should not be pun 
ished for their "treason and re- 
hellion" so long as they should 
'Miimit no further aota of diaobe 

dieiiee. 

Al.so, at Lee's entreaty, Urant 
ordered rations dealt out to the 
starv ing Confederate soldiers, who 

for the past vviek or so bad been 
living eiiielly on scant quantities 
ol parched corn, and he urged 
them fo go back to their farms 
and begin the spring plowing.

One of these farm 
ers beint; asknl how much UKini'V' 
he liad made on u certain bunch 
«f cattle, replied that he made 80() 
tons of manure valued at per 
ton. The manure made under 
these i-ondilnniH is probably worth 
more than i|<- |>er ton. as it is not 
(•ypeaed to the weather until haul- 
tfd to the field in the spring.

We listened to some fine speak- 
ers during this noon hour and at 
the Western Normal School after 

supper. 

The people of Christian county 
were not behind those of Warren 
county in the least when it came 
to hospitality, as they were hospi 
lality itself. We were entertain- 
ed at the best hotels as ^in-sts of 
t he county. 

Ninety-tive automobiles were 
lined up to take our party (500 
hy this time) over the county. 
We were wa.vblid alonj; the road 
and taken to farm houses and fed 
cake and soft driidvs and ^iveii 
cijrara until we had nothing left 
to wish for along thai liru'. 

The wheat crop is the poorest 
in .years, as the lu'ssian has seri- 
ously damaged it. Ordinarily the 
farmers of Warren ami Christian 
counties raise jidod crops of 
wheat (.40 to til) busiiels per acre 
have been raised on whole fields) 
on land not nearly so good as our 
best .Mas(Mi county lands, thanks 
to theii- methods of handling Iheir 
cattle and manure, with the use 
of rock and acid phosphate as an 
atldilion to the manure. It is ti 
vricat farming countrv. The farm- 
ers diin't have to wort\\' about 
washes — they ilont have them. 
The land is level, but the soil 
seems ready to work as soon after 
a rain as our more rolling laiiil, 
as the under drain,'ii>i' is ^'ood. 
Wc traveled for miles on miles 
without seeing a river or creek. 
The country is drained by sinks. 
liOst Kiver flows nmler part t)f 
W al ien couiily about si.\i_\ fe«'l 
from the surface of the grouiul. 

We .saw j,'rcat level lields of red 
clover, alfalfa and some crimson 
(dovei', most of the crimson clover 
li.i \ iii<; hecii I iii iied iindiT as ^reen 
inanuif for corn and other crops, 
liime and phosphate have greatly 
a.ssisted the f'armei"s in obtainlnf.' 
tlie.se s{ilendid lields td' clover and 
alfalfa. 

It is larjrely due to the business 
men of ilopkiiisville that better 
farming obtains in Christian coun 
ly, as the business men li;i\i' ^iven 
I lieii- hearly co oper.ii iuii lo the 
farmers in Iheir clforl to make 
their farming operations more 
|»rolitahle. It was llirou};li the ef 
forts of .Mr. K. K. Cooiicr. pres- 
ident of the Christian County 
Business .Men s .\s.sociation, thai 
the Christian County Crop Im- 
provement Association was or- 
iianized. It is partly ilue to this 
niuMiii/alion that Christian coun- 
ly has improved her agriculture 
in the last few years. An organ- 
ization of that eliaraetcr is thi> 
greatest asset an agricultural com. 
munily can ha\i', and this oi^'aii 
i/.ation has been of great ussist- 
ance to the demonstration work 
in the county. 

The mo.st striking' phase of the 
conditions in these counties is the 
co-opcratiou between the busi- 
ness and agricultural interests. 
They are );rowin>,' tofjetber ■'bnth 
I'll- (■ach and each for both." 
.More money for the farmer means 
more money for I he merchant and 
other city residents.

" Lilian is one of the first (d" Uus- 
sia s nasal bases, a strongly for- 
tified port and a well supplied 
arsenal. The liussian government

Tlie 
jmval harbor is north (d' the com 
inercial harbor, though the fortiti- 
catioiis were planned to include 
both harbors. The port is pn' 
pared lo build, eqinp and cinu- 
mission naval fleets. 

'"Iiussiaiis know and have n 
pride in l.ihau fur its militar.v 
slreii^'tli and for its cimimerciai 
eiilerpri.se ami progres.s. It is the 
metropolis of Courland, and, with 
its fleets en,joyin<r free passage of 
the Baltic sea. Lihau has j»romise 
jo become a Uussiaii r>iemeii, or. 
even, a liussian 1 lambing. It is 
the home port of many .Vtlantie 
and coast liners, and its tine 
h'cakw ater. capacious harbor and 
up-lo-diite dockini; facilities i;i\e 
It s|)lcndid advantages in its com- 
l>ctition with the other ports of 
liussia. 

"The annu.il e.spoits of Lilian 
total as hi'jh as .*:((). 00(1,0(10. while 
its impttrls have soared lo well be. 
.vontl !|fl(MKH).lN)0. The leading ar- 
tides of export tire oats, wheal, 
rye. butter, eirgs, spirits, tlax, lin- 
seed, oil-eake, pui k. liinlier. horses 
and petroleum. A great part of 
the vast golden (onnage of butter 
from Siberia and the nearer in- 
t.rior that takes its way into 
(ireal Hritaiii, Ciame and Cei' 
many during limes td peace went 
through Libau. Mbau's imports 
are mainly nninufaclured gooils, 
and modern Kussia, demanding 
the eon\ eiiieiices and saniiar>- nee 
cssities of the western woild, has 
been bringing stores of these 
things in through Idbau,
